An Exceedingly Good- - Growth of
Spring Wheati

3To Improvement In the Proicqfi of
llio Winter Crop -- Corn very I.iitc.

Milwaukee, June 21. Reports from

nearly nil parts of the West and Northwest
how that the past week has boon marked

by changes and a considerable rain fall.
Somo low sections of the spring wheat
States report damago to the growing grain,
resulting from continuous heavy raius.
These reports, howovjr, nro not numerous,
and, so fnr, do not oxcite apprehension.
All observers report tho condition of grow-
ing spring wheat as exceedingly good, and
the outlook most promising.

There is no especial change in tho charac-
ter of reports concerning tho condition of
wintor wheat in the Middlo States:
and there is certainly no improvement in
tho prospects for the crop. In spite of tho
wide criticism with which estimates of tho
falling oil' in the wheat crop Were received,
the entire country has gradually come to
accept, those estimates as at least approxi-
mately correct, nud somo authorities put
the llgurea oven lower than did tho corre-
spondents.

A large deficit is now conceded, with tho
contingencies of the season still to expect.
The large increase in tho acrcago of spring
wheat, of which so much was said a few
weeks ago by correspondents, has appeared
to shrink till the best authorities now ac-

cept tho correspondents' figures, on a basis
of fivo per cent increase, as correct.

CORN VERY LATE.

All through tho West and tho Northwest
tho season has been so backward that corn
is very late. In Minnesota and Wisconsin
tho prospect for the corn crop is very poor.
These States, however, do not mako much
of a figure in the corn crop of the country.
Reports from tho real corn belts are irregu-
lar and unsatisfactory, and not sufficiently
deflnito to furnish a good basis for esti-
mates as to tho probablo crop. Tho
general tone of such reports as are received
is favorablo, and, with good weather, there
is a prospect of a fair" orop. Tho recoipts
of corn at most trading points continued
large 'during tho early part of the wcok
but have fallen oiF during tho last four
days, and tho prospect now is for a steady
volumo of supplies on a somowhat reduced
scale.

Lumber Movement.
Eau Claire, Wis., June 20. Tho rivers

lumbermen to get out rapidly their hung-u- p

drives. Latest calculations place the

After ascending to the height of
about a thousand feet, and when ovor
Bonno Femmo Creek, tho balloon was seen
to collapse, precipitating tho unfortunate
tcronaut into the water below, A rush was
tit ouce made to thu point wliero the body
was soon to strike, but it was not until 10
o'clock at night that the body was recov-
ered. The balloon was old and of poor
construction, and was inflated with hot air.
There was a rent in its aide fully six feet
long, which lot tlie air out with a rush, and
hurled the ccronaut to instant death.
